Such
a state of things, as is now obvious, was
moat unnatural, and conld not con-
tinue; and the reaction and disaster
eame with great suddenness, as has
been already stated, in the fall of 1873,
but without anticipation on the part of
the multitude. Great fortunes rapidly
melted away, Industry became pars-
Iysed, and the whola of Germany
passed at once from a condition of ap-
parently great prosperity to a depth of
finnnelal, industrial and commereial
deprossion that had never beon equaled.
In the United States the phenomena
antecedent to the crizes wers enumer-
nted at the time to be, “‘a riss of prices,
greas prosperity, large profits, high
wages and strikes for higher; large im-
portations, a rallway mania, expanded
eredit, over-irading, over-building, and
high living."" The crisis began on the
17th of Boptember, 1873, by the failure
of a comparatively unimportant mail-
way company—tha New York and Os-
wego Midland. Oun the 18th, the bank-
ing-house of Jay Cook & Co. failed.
On the 19th, pineteon other banking-
houses failed, Then followed a sueces-
sion of bankrapteies, until in foar yems
the mercantile failures had aggregatod
$775,805,000; and on January 1. 1873,
the amount of American railway bonds
in default amounted to §789,367.655.

' INDIA'S GOVERNMENT.

The Way In Which Engiand Roles Her
Asiatic Sahjects.

England rules India in a different
wiy than she does the other colonies
'l!ere the cannon-ball and the bullet
take the place of the ballot-box and
self-government. The executive au-
thority is vested in a Governor Gen-
eral, who gets §100,000 & year as a sak
ary and $48,000 in pen‘miﬂﬂs The
Barl of Duferin, who was Governor
General of Canada about eight years
agw, is now at the head of the Indian
Government. He has a council of six
members under him, and there isa
Secretary of State for India at London
who attends to the businesa of the In-
dian Government n England and has
control of all matters relating to it
The Governor General is supreme in
Dadia, but the diffrent provinces have
subordinate Governors, and a number
of these are pgoverned by native
Princes. Eagland limits, however, the
military force which they can hold,
and does not allow them to sénd em-
bassadors from one eountry to the other.
The English army in India is more
than twice aa large as that of the
United States, and it consists of about
83,000 men. It has, in addition to this, a
native army of 124,000 men, but in case
of war it would mot be surprising if
these went over to the natives or by
their treachery did the Government
more harm than good. It costs $100.-
000,000 a year to maintain this English
army in Iddia, and this, of course,
comes out of the nativea It is not
much wonder that they decidedly ob-
ject, and that they would, if peasible,
throw off the yoke of the British Gov-
eroment.  Their owm armies, which
are independent of the native army
above spoken of, outnumbersd the
English foreces by many hundreds of
thousands. The Hindoo States alone
have 375,000 men, and the Mohamme-
dan States 74,000 men. These immense
armies are composed of infantry, cav-
alry and artillery, and they are wel
supplied with guns.— (leveland Leader.

Sickness nmong them is
nliucst nnknown, many of the tribs hav-
ing becotue blind through extreme old
nge. Fioe love i\r‘l‘!'tli‘l‘l. While the
wen are out on the hunting expeditions
the women are seated in their bouses of
snow  engamed In dressinsking  and
Kindvod puranits, with the temperature
at 20 degreea. The natives are well
nrmed with Winchester rifles, sapplied
by traderss.  Their dextority with that
weapon s evidencwd by the fuet that it
often takes twenty shots o bring down

Among the articlos secured by Capt-
ain Hevendeen are o dozen full dress
suits minde of decrsking and trimmed
with wolverioe fur. These completuly
envelop the hml}' from hend tn heel,
and render the wearer fantastic as well
as eombfortable. Some of the digsses
are gay ly decorated with feathers, strips
of sealskin and wolf claws In all
cases the =kivse have been dresied to a
softness of touch that seems remnck-
able. Beveral photographs of unatives,
tukén In costame, showing the heavy
fringe of wolvorine fur encompassing
the face, accompany the collection,

The tu=ks of mastadons fonnd in pro-
fosion on Aluskan felds are frequently
uged by the natives, who carve out of
them many useful articles of houschold
furniture and artieles of personal adorn-
ment.
